It was understood that Mr 
Bevan from now on proposed 
to take a back scat on the op-

Tuesday. 
WENT into the edi- 
torial offices of the Yale 
Daily News (founded 
January 28, 1878) to watch 
the Yale men getting out 
their paper. The staff, all 
undergraduates looking 
about 19 or 20, sat working 
over copy. The pencils and 
the packets of  cignrettes 
were neatly lined up. 


Over in the corner were 
copies of the “opposition,” 
the Harvard Crimson, the 
Princetonian, and the news- 
paperman’s Bible, the New 
York Times, along with a 
batch of New Haven 
Journal-Couriers, the town’s 
local paper. 


It was very much Jike 
Northcliffe House or a hun- 
dred newspaper offices I 
have been in except it was 
smaller and tidier.

Whittemore, a 
young 20, baid: “We go 
to press at four o’clock 
every day, but we alternate 
our editors so0 we don’t 
miss classes. This is quite 
a famous old paper. You're 
welcome to any information 
we have.”

The class historian wrote of 
Buckley that he “neatly under- 
cut tolerance, tomfoolery, and 
everything to the left of Sena- 
tor Taft.” 


In 1951 Buckley wrote a 
near-best seller, “God and Man 
at Yale," which the whole coun- 
try talked about and which 
Yale is still talking about, 


It was Buckley's argument 
that Yale's professors havo 
o bias in favour of Athelsm and 
Soclalism while operating under 
the ,,cloak of “academic free~ 
om,”” 


Just this week-end another 
Buckley book has been pub- 
lished entitled “McOarthy and 
His Bnemies,” and {s equally 
controversial as his first book. 
Yale and the U.S. are talking 
about Buckley more than ever, 
decause this prilllant, scholarly 
young man presents the caso 
for McCarthy and emerges as a 
McCarthy lieutenant, although 
there ts some, but not much, 
attempt at objectivity. 


I talked to Roger David Stone, 
who is the present chairman 
and editor-in-chief of the Yale 
Telly News, and’ asked him 
what ho thought about his 
predecessor, Buckley, Stone, who 
turned out to be an Anglo- 
American and the son_of some 
friends of mince, sald: “Well, 
Buckley is obviously sincere. 
He must be to say tho things 
he is saying and write the 
things he Is writing, but I can. 
tell you this, we = are solidly 
antl-McCarthy at Yale—I should 
not think more than about five 
or six per cent of the 3,500 
students here are for  Mc- 
Carthy.”

Aute ~ : 
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Commonwealth |

; ‘London. 
HE recent -unofficial 
Commonwealth Con- 
ference held in Lahore 
is likely to become ao land- 
mark in .Commonwealth 
history. . For this confer-~ 
ence penetrated more 
deeply into tho present 
nature of the Common. 
wealth than any gathering 
or any writings with which 
T am acquainted. 

No difficult issue was 
shirked. On several of the 
more important, a consen-~ 
sus of opinion tended to 
establish itself against 
some particular member. 

Over Kashmir, for  in- 
stance, whilst Indian speak. 
ers put their case patiently 
and persuasively, the . con- 
ference was impressed by 
the simple fact that 
Pakistan has accepted, and 
India rejected, all the pro- 
posals made by ao number 
of U.N. missions. Indian 
was also alone in criticising 
U.S, aid to Pakistan. 


CRITICISM 


On British colonial 
policy, speakers from 
every other Commonwealth 
country declared that the 
United Kingdom has an 
unparalleled record for the 
development of self-govern- 
ment. Britain’s bona fides 
were unreservedly accept- 
ed. But Britain was criti 
cised by the Asian members 
in regard to pace and tim- 
ing; and, above all, for her 
support of other colonial 
powers, especially France. 
Australia and New Zealand 


spoke as powers. with 
colonies of their own. 

The long debate on race 
relations was the most 
penetrating and historically 
significant of all, Nothing 
like it has been attempted 
before. No punches were 
held; no tempers were 
Jost.’ : 

The South African group 
made sn undoubted im- 
pression by their sincerity 
and by the division in 
their own ranks between 
liberals and supporters of 
‘apartheid’, They succeeded 
in showing that their prob- 
lems are real and very diffi- 
cult, . 


APPREHENSION 


This impression was. re- 
inforeed by a speaker from 
Malaya who, though hope- 
ful for the future of race 
relations in his own coun- 
try, was clearly apprehen- 
sive about Chinese  do- 
mination, : 

Those 
mujartty 
Union advocated a 
‘differential development’—the 
organisation of etparate and 
equal racial states and socletles. 
Ty cveryone clse—and to some 
of the South Africans  them- 
eelves—this policy soemed. 
wholly impracticable. ' 

‘The malin trend of the dis- 
cussion was to work out a posi- 
tlve approach to the problems 
of multi-racial societies, Whilst 
there were arguments about 
timing and method, all except 
the South Africans agreed that 
ihg whites in a plural society 
must cease to bo a privieged 
and domtnant minority, and 
must in due course become. o 
‘efeative minority’ owing Its 
Position to its contribution to 
Society.

All countiles accepted the 
right of a country to- prevent 
the development of a colour 
problem within its borders 
by controlling immigratlon, The 
speaker from Trinidad mado a 
plea to Australia and Canada 
to admit West Indlans as up- 
holders and exponents of the 
British way of Ife — much 
more so, he pointed out, than. 
Germans or Ukrainions, 

Much of the = discussion. 
turned on the cold war. The 
Asian attlude to NATO came 
as a surprise to all the older 
Commonwealth — countries, es- 
pecially, perhaps, 10 Canada. 
Whilst we in the West regard 
NATO os an organisatlon. of 
democratic powers to preserve 
the peace, to the Aslang it ap- 
pears os a lengue of colonial 
Powers ‘which Is prolonging 
dangerously 
provoking Russia and China. 

Ceylon was less indifferent 
than India and Pakistan to the 
menace of Communist aggres- 
sion, internally and externally, 
in Asta, So ‘were the Indian 
and Paoklstani delegates from 
Bengal, who were  consclous 
that Communism) might pene 
trate to Burma at thelr door 
step. : 


AGREEMENT _ 


Almost complete agreement 
was reached in the economic 
fleld. Every country accepted 
the value of the Sterling Area 
and the need for common mea-| 
sures to mect the dollar gap 
and a possible U.S. slump.’

Of Counter-Attack 


.Washington, Apr. 14. 
The Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of. Staff, 
Admiral Arthur Radford, said today it would be a 
serious mistake for the United, States ta put too 
much emphasis on a purely defensive system. 


He told the Senate Forelgn 
Relations Committee that con- 
tinental defence is increasingly 
important, but odded: “We must 
not forget ane the mreatest 
single deterrent to a Sovict air 
attack ogainst the United States 
is the tremendous counter-attack 
which she Icrows will immediate- 
ly follow,”

These British proposals were 
made tn Paris by the British 
represcntative to the OEEC dis- 
cussions on the question of 
continuing the European Pay- 
ments Union. 

In a nutshell, Britain js offer- 
ing to make a contribullon to- 
wards clearing up the present 
big outstanding debita and 
credits if the creditor countrics 
will ensure that such excesses 
will not be repeated In future, 

Britain would want = more 
than merely verbal aceeptance 
of responsibility by Gcrmany 
und the other creditors.
